WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP) 
~The Senate voted resounding 
approval today for President 
Eisenhower's choice of Charles 
E. (Chip) Bohlen to be Ambassa- 
dor to Russia. 

The vote was 74 to 13. 

Amounting to a vote of confi- 
dence in Eisenhower, the tally 
came exactly one month after the 
President submitted the nomina- 
tion, 

Bohlen, 48-year-old career dip- 
lomat and Russian language ex- 
pert, was under attack during the 
month-long interval from Bridges, 
McCarhy, McCarran and others. 

Those opposing confirmation 
were Senators Bricker of Ohio, 
Bridges of New Hampshire, Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, Dworshak of Idaho, 
Goldwater of Arizona, Hickenloop- 
er of Iowa, Malone of Nevada, 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, Mundt of 
South Dakota, Schoeppel of Kan- 
sas and Welker of Idaho, all Re- 
publicans, and McCarran of Neva- 
da and Johnson of Colorado, Dem- 
ocrats. 

Questions Were raised about 
him on loyalty and security 
grounds. Secretary of State

had turned up nothing to cast 
doubt on his loyalty. Senators 
Taft of Ohio, the Republican lead- 
er, and Sparkman of Alabama, 
1952 Democratic Vice Presiden- 
tial nominee, üpheld Dulles’s find- 
ings in a separate inspection of 
the FBI's report, 


Bohlen’s critics also contended 
he had been too closely identi- 
fied with foreign policies of 
Democratic Truman and Dean 
Acheson, Secretary of State in 
the Truman Administration. 

They hit too at his presence at 
Yalta when the late President 
Roosevelt made concessions to 
Russia in the Far East during 
World War II, and secured a 
Russian agreement to enter the 
war against Japan. 

Bohlen was there only as an 
interpreter. 

In the end, Eisenhower made 
the appointment a matter of Pres- 
idential prestige by declaring that 
Bohlen was his own personal 
choice and the best qualified man 
for the post. 

The Moscow post is now va- 
cant. Fermer Ambassador George 
F. Kennan was declared unwel- 
come by the Russians last year. 
The Russians took offense at 
criticism he voiced during a visit 
outside Russia of the tight restric- 
tions on diplomats there. 

In the final ‘Senate argument 
over Bohlen, Senator Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho, asserted that the 
possible effectiveness of Bohlen 
as Ambassador had been de- 
stroyed and ruined” by the de- 
date. 

Welker, opposing the nomina- 
tion, said he deplored the fact 
that “tempers seemed to get a 
little hot“ during Wednesday’s 
debate among the Republicans. 
He told his G.O.P. colleagues that 
the Democrats got “hilarity” out 
of their dispute. Nearly all the 
critics of Bohlen are Republicans. 

Democratic leader Johnson of 
Texas jumped to his feet to say 
he was “not gleeful” over the 
dispute and “not getting any hi-

MILITARY CONTRACT PLANE 
CRASH-LANDS IN THE PACIFIC 


Four on American Airlines Craft 
Escape to Life Rafts— 
Picked Up by Ship. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 27 
(AP)—A California Eastern Air- 
lines DC-4 transport, carrying a 
civilian crew of three and a mili- 
tary courier, made an emergency 
landing on the ‘Pacific ocean in 
darkness early today. 

The four men took to life rafts 
and nearly six hours later were 
picked up by the Swedish motor- 
ship Bataan. They were trans- 
ferred to a Coast Guard craft, ap- 
parently in good condition. Their 
plane floated until about the time 
of their rescue, then sank. 

The plane was carrying military 
cargo under lease to the Military 
Air Transport Service. Its desti- 
nation was Honolulu. One of the 
right engines failed about 950 
miles west of here and Pilot Capt.

Marines Dig In. 
The commander of the Fifth 
Marine Regiment said that at 


9:45 p.m. Friday (6:45 a.m. Fri- 
day St. Louis time), his Leather- 
necks were in firm control of 
Vegas. They had sent for sup- 
plies. to dig in and rebuild the 
shattered outpost. 

The First Marine Division 
troops secured the hill at 7:30 
p.m., but mopping up operations 
continued two hours more on the 
upper slopes. 

The Marines reported they de- 
stroyed the effectiveness of from 
12 to 15 Chinese companies — 
more than 2000 troops, in the 
bloody, hand-to-hand fighting. 

The commander leading the 
Marine assault on Vegas mes- 
saged: 

“We are on the top, situation 
well in hand. Enemy has tried 
several attempts to reinforce and 
counter-attack.” 

Red machine-gun fire had 
ripped at the Marine attackers on 
their way up the slope. Marine 
tanks hammered at the Commu- 
nist machine-gun nests. Smoke 
from exploding shells shrouded 
the outpost. 

Col. L. W. Walt, a Marine regi- 
mental commander disclosed that 
every Marine on Vegas and — 
when the Reds hit was presume 
dead or captured. 

Number Presumably Small. 

The number was not reported, 
but presumably was small. Front- 
line reports said casualties in the 
fight back up the slope were far 
greater. 

The Marines smashed through 
a ring of trenches circling the 
hill to regain Vegas, after a day 
of close combat with the Red 
defenders. Marine searchlights 
criss-crossed the battlefield to 
pinpoint Red positions. 

The Reds pounded the outpost 
with mortar and 76mm fire, hint- 
ing at a possible Chinese counter- 
attack.

Provisions of Ordinance. 

The new measure prohibits all 
daytime parking in the downtown 
area and forbids loading and un- 
loading of trucks in that ares 
from 4 to 6 p.m. 

It creates a system of one-way 
streets downtown.and in some 
outlying neighborhoods, and re- 
stricts parking on the side of the 
heavier traffic flow on a number 
of major arteries leading out of 
the downtown area.

About 93 amendments to elimi- 
nate certain parking restrictions 
in neighborhood shopping centers 
were consolidated into 10 and in- 
corporated into the measure.

On three 
occasions the high court has ruled 
that the Federal Government's in- 
terest in the disputed lands is 
paramount, and that the adjacent 
coastal states never have had legal 
title to them. 

States Could Proceed. j 

The Senate bill, like that ap- 
proved by the House committee, 
makes it clear that should the 
legislation be challenged in the 
courts and the sections pertaining 
to title held unconstitutional, the 
rest would still remain in effect. 
The states thus could proceed 
with development of the oil and 
gas resources within their histori- 
cal boundaries even though their 
claim to ownership was overruled. 

This protective provision was 
the idea of Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell Jr., and was 
adopted in view of the strong 
possibility that the quitclaim bill, 
once passed by Congress and 
signed by President Eisenhower, 
will be attacked by some states 
as discriminatory and unconstitu- 
tional.

Resubmission of the 
bond issue is tentatively proposed 
for next June 23.

Hope for State Hospitals 


Conditions in "Es eee eae for the 
mentally sick will be improved if the 


Legislature appropriates the $33,291,000 recom- 

mended for the next two years by the House 

Appropriations Committee chairman, But while 

this is a record figure for the purpose, it is 

$7,738,557 less than was held necessary by a 
subcommittee which investigated the hospitals. 

Certainly it is hardly enough to bring Missouri's 
standards up to what they should be. 

Representative Edward W. Garnholz of Rich- 
mond Heights, chairman of the investigating 
subcommittee, reported that Missouri ranks 
forty-sixth among the states in the quality of 
the care it provides for its mental patients, but 
sixth in ability to pay. This surely is a matter 
for the consciences of legislators and citizens 
alike. 

Missouri badly needs facilities to care for 
more patients. The St. Louis State Hospital on 
Arsenal street, for example, now shelters 3500 
patients or 1130 more than its proper capacity. 
Beds are pushed one against the other. The av- 
erage space per patient is only 10 feet by 5 feet. 
The place is a fire hazard because, as the super- 
intendent has pointed out repeatedly in his re- 
ports, it is necessary to store paint and other 
inflammables in the basement. Perhaps worst of 
all is the fact that there are only 12 doctors and 
only 22 registered nurses on the hospital staff. 
Most of the work must be done by attendants, 
and there are not enough of them. 

* + * 

For the St. Louis hospital, the subcommittee 
recommended $4,525,000 to provide 250 addi- 
tional beds, an isolation wing for tubercular pa- 
tients, a home for student nurses, better living 
accommodations for doctors, and an industrial 
occupational therapy building to speed the re- 
turn of patients to more nearly normal and use- 
ful living. But the new appropriations bill grants 
the hospital only $1,000,000 for improvements. 

The St. Louis Training School for féeble- 
minded children fared better, being granted 
$2,000,000. It is not so badly overcrowded as the 
Arsenal street hospital, but it does not have even 
one registered nurse on its staff. Child patients, 
in many instances, must care for each other. 
And, of course, not nearly enough is being done 
to fit these children for useful living. 

More or less similar hazards and overcrowd- 
ing were found by the investigating subcommit- 
tee in the other Missouri mental hospitals at 
Fulton, Farmington, Nevada, St. Joseph and 
Marshall. Only at the St. Louis hospital are 
there any facilities for the training of attendants. 

— — 

Even more urgent than the need for improved 
physical facilities is the need for better salaries 
for staff members. Dr. Edwin F. Gildea of the 
Washington University Medical School has point- 
ed out that the St. Joseph's hospital medical 
staff has been seriously reduced by the oppor- 
tunities offered in the revitalized mental insti- 
tutions of neighboring Kansas. Medical men who 
are interested in institutional careers may put 
the opportunities for service above the chance 
to make money. But there is a limit beyond 
which the state cannot expect compassion and 
scientific interest to make up for low pay. 

To their credit, almost all of the hospital su- 
perintendents have battled year in and year out 
for more adequate appropriations. But they do 
not constitute a political pressure group like the 
old-age pensioners or the school lohby. That is 
why, even now, their institutions and their pa- 
tients are not getting enough attention in Jef- 
ferson City. But there are at least signs of un- 
willingness to give them the short shrift recom- 
mended by Gov. Donnelly. 

This will grow into a genuine desire on the 
part of the legislators, we hope, to get the full 
facts on Missouri's provisions for its mentally 
sick. The facts should lead to suitable action. 
Other states have transformed their mental 
hospitals in recent years. Missouri can do it, Loo. 
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Public Housing Cut Back 


Housing Administrator Albert M. Cole says 
he “concurs” in a White House decision to seek 
funds for only 35,000 public housing units next 
year, as against 75,000 recommended by Presi- 
dent Truman. This would maintain the program 
at the same level as that which Congress author- 
ized for this year. 

Since Mr. Cole as a Congressman fought for 
no public housing at all, we do not doubt that 
he would also “concur” if Congress decided to 
cut the 35,000-unit program to any figure recom- 
mended by the real estate lobby. 

The White House decision probably will be 
presented as an economy move aimed at a bal- 
anced budget. Actually it will have very little 
effect on the budget, for two reasons. First, the 
actual cost of financing 75,000 rather than 35,000 
units would be small potatoes compared with a 
total budget of 60 to 70 billion dollars. Secondly, 
repayment of loans by local housing authorities 
next year is scheduled to exceed the outlay that 
would be required for a 75,000-unit program, so 
that a program of this size could be financed, if 
the Administration wanted to do it, without any 
adverse effect on the Treasury's cash position. 

The Housing Act of 1949 provided for an an- 
nual public housing program of 135,000 units a 
year. Thanks to the exertions of the real es- 
tate lobby, a program of that size has never 
been achieved. Realists will not expect it to 
be achieved so long as the housing administra- 
tion is directed by an enemy of the program. 
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For the Police, Not Western Union 

The easiest way to suppress commercialized 
gambling seemed to be to deprive the “bookies” 
of the essential of their trade, speedy informa- 
tion about horse races and other betting events. 
Here in Missouri as well as elsewhere this task 
was imposed chiefly on Western Union. 

The telegraph company undertook to accept 
this job of improving public morals. It revised 
its regulations to providing racing information 
only to newspapers, radio stations and publica- 
tions with second class mailing privileges. But 
the ‘Federal Communications Commission has 
now over- ruled this as discriminatory. Other 
persons or institutions may use such information 
properly, said the commission. 

‘The commission sees no difference between 
furnishing information to a wired music service 
or a radio station since, in both cases, the infor- 
mation would be received in public places and 
might be used for the same purpose. 

In one sense, the FCC ruling might be con- 
sidered a technical one made only because 
Western Union too narrowly restricted the cli- 
ents to which it would bring racing information. 
A broadening of this category might make the 
policy acceptable to the commission. But a closer 
reading of the ruling suggests that the commis- 
sion believes that Western Union ought not to 
be, in effect, a law-enforcement agency. 

What this means—unless the commission will

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Eisenhower on Bricker Aniendment 

President Eisenhower was 100 per cent right 
in his press conference comment on the so- 
called Bricker resolution. What the President 
said was that as analyzed by Secretary of State 
Dulles the constitutional amendment proposed 
in the Ohio Republican's resolution would re- 
strict his conduct of foreign affairs. 

The case against the Bricker amendment reso- 
lution was concisely and effectively put at the 
Senate Judiciary Committee hearing by Jacob 
M. Lashly of St. Louis, former president of the 
American Bar Association. The Bricker plan is to 
render an international treaty or executive 
agreement inoperative until expressly given the 
force of law by an act passed by both branches 
of Congress. Mr. Lashly showed conclusively 
that this adds no substantial protection against 
an unwise treaty proposal that does not already 
exist, but that it would increase the difficulties 
of the President in conducting foreign relations. 

It is unfortunate that two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Senate have already put their names 
to the Bricker resolution. Surely all these signa- 
tories do not represent favorable votes. Now 
that the concern of the White House and the 
Department of State are becoming known, there 
should be a series of disavowals. The conduct of 
foreign relations is difficult enough at best. It 
is no help to President Eisenhower to make the 
matter even harder. 
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Obstruction of an Expressway 

The City Plan Commission is speaking for the 
best interests of the metropolitan community 
when it opposes the Walsh bill at Jefferson City. 

Representative Eugene P. Walsh, St. Louis 
Democrat, wants to block construction of the 
Mark Twain expressway, planned to link the 
airport with the downtown section, for at least 
two years, He is trying to duplicate the feat of 
State Senator Anthony M. Webbe, who held 
up Third street by similar legislation. 

There is a controversy over the location of the 
route for the Mark Twain expressway, but the 
Walsh bill is not the way to deal with it. If the 
route were to be located somewhere else than 
along the line proposed by the State Highway 
Department and approved by city officials, there 
would be local objections to that route, too, and 
undoubtedly an obstructionist bill would be in- 
troduced in the Legislature in response. 

The fact is that from the narrow viewpoint of 
those persons who would be displaced by an ex- 
pressway every route looks bad. But if that view- 
point always prevailed at the expense of the 
general community's viewpoint, no expressway 
would ever be built and no other public im- 
provement carried out. 

Good or bad, the Mark Twain route has been 
approved by the responsible state and local of- 
ficials. If the route is to be changed in any way 
the decision will have to be made by them and 
not by the Législature. The Walsh bill would 
amount to pure obstruction. It should be killed. 
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Real Crackdown on Sports Abuses 

Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege of Stillwater and Bradley University of 
Peoria are being disciplined by the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools for violations of the new intercollegi- 
ate athletic code. Oklahoma A. & M. is threat- 
ened with being dropped from the list of accred- 
ited schools, and Bradley is being placed on 
probation for a year. 

Whether either school has tolerated abuses 
meriting such drastic action is hard to say since 
the N.C.A.C.S.S. has not announced in detail the 
reasons for its decisions. But it is using the 
strongest weapon yet employed to clean up 
college sports. Punishment by an athletic organ- 
ization such as the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association—in the case of the University of 
Kentucky, for example—is not without its sting, 
but disciplinary action by an academic group 
bites much deeper. 

Associations such as the North Central have 
almost life-or-death power over a school, With- 
out such an association’s approval, work done at 
a college is not recognized by other schools. A 
college dropped from the N.C.A.C.S.S. list be- 
comes a kind of educational pariah, and its ad- 
ministrators are sure to move heaven and earth 
to gain reinstatement. . 

The intercollegiate sports organizations gener- 
ally are dominated by coaches and athletic di- 
rectors. Their members show a degree of sym- 
pathy for offenders, probably on the theory that 
“there, but for the grace of God, go we.” But 
the accrediting agencies are interested primarily 
in maintaining the integrity of academic stand- 
ards. They are, to put it bluntly, tough. 

They were reluctant to accept the duty of en- 
forcing the sports code. But having taken on the 
job, they are most. likely to be conscientious 


about it. They can also be counted on to be fair, 


both in suspending schogls and reinstating them. 
The N.C.A.C.S.S. action therefore is the biggest 
step yet taken toward giving college sports back 
to college students, bona fide students and not 
hired performers. :

An Interview with Dr. Paul Hawley in U.S. News and World Report 


The following recent interview is the one 
which caused a furor of criticism of Dr. 
Hawley by members of the American Acad- 
emy of General Practice meeting in St. 
Louis this week. 

Question: Is it your contention, Dr. Haw- 
ley, that fee splitting among doctors is 
wrong? 

Answer: Fee splitting is wrong because 
it disturbs the complete honesty and open- 
néss that should exist between a physician 
and his patient. The patient is deceived in 
his financial relationship with the refer- 
ring physician and the surgeon, and his 
trust in them is violated. Fee splitting in- 
troduces an inducement which may influ- 
ence the professional judgment of the re- 
ferring physician. 
This results in a lot 
of bad surgery and 
a terrible lot of un- 
necessary surgery.

Q. What do you 
mean by “unneces- 
sary surgery?” 

A. Surgery that 
could have been 
avoided. 

Q. Who decides 
whether it was nec- 
essary or not?

When you 
remove a normal uterus out of a woman, 
without clinical justification, it can be ob- 
viously certain that the surgery was un- 
necessary.

How Fee Splitting Works 


Q. Why do you suppose a doctor makes 
an unnecessary operation? 


A. Money. 


Q. Do you think there are doctors who 
would do that just for the sake of money? 

A. I don’t think it. I know it—and I can 
prove it! I can point out a community 
where almost every case is on a fee-split- 
ting basis. 

Q. How does it work? Suppose I have a 
pain and go to my family physician? 

A. In the first place, it wouldn’t work so 
well with you as it would with a woman. 
Some women, it seems, love to be operated 
on. More important, however, they have 
organs especially susceptible to exploita- 
tion. Most of the unnecessary surgery done 
in this country is performed on women.’ 

Well, you have a pain in your side. You 
have appendicitis. It is agreed that Dr. 
Jones is the best surgeon around here. 
Probably Dr. Jones is the one who kicks 
back the most. But all you hear is that he 
is the best surgeon around here. You say, 
“How much is this going to cost me, doc- 
tor?” Dr. Jones es $300 and will take 
care of everything. Dr. Jones collects the 
$300, kicks back $150 to the family doctor.

Too Many Operations 


Q. And he doesn’t show that in the bill 
to the patient at all? 


A. That's right. It's conceivable that Dr.

The normal rate of Cae- 
sarian operations ought to be 3 to 4 per 
cent. There are hospitals where it runs 
to 15 per cent. That is unnecessary sur- 
gery. 

Q. Isn't all this crusading against unethi- 
cal practices in medicine going to under- 
mine public confidence in physicians? 

A. Yes, there is that definite reaction to 
expect. On the other hand, I don’t know 
how you can avoid it. I don't know how 
you can correct great evil without bring- 
ing it out into the light. I think that is 
the penalty we have to pay. My only an- 
swer to that would be that the profession 
has brought it on themselves. 


Q. Can the doctors clean it up them- 
selves? 

A. Yes, but they have an occupational 
reluctance to testify against each other. 
Philip Wylie wrote an article on “The 
Conspiracy of Silence” among doctors. 
That is the toughest thing we have to over- 
come, but I think we are getting educated. 


When Ghosts Go to Work 


Q. What about ghost surgery? 

A. I.can best illustrate ghost surgery 
with this specific example: Out in the Pol- 
ish neighborhood of Chicago, which is a 
very large neighborhood, there died about 
six months ago a Polish doctor who in his 
own neighborhood was reputed as being 
the greatest surgeon in the world—but he 
didn’t know one end of the scalpel from 
the other! He goes in, sees a big tumor, 
rushes you to the hospital, operates, But 
did he operate? No—he gets some young 
doctor starving to death. The patient is 
wheeled into the operating room, anesthe- 
tized, never sees this other surgeon. The 
surgeon who has never seen the patient 
does the operation, is slipped $50, and the 
big shot who doesn’t know how to operate 
collects up to $500 from the family, and 
they think he is a wonder. That's ghost 
surgery. 

Q. Isn't the ghost surgeon a competent 
surgeon in many cases? 

A. Oh, I'd call him a competent opera- 
tor. There is a great deal of difference be- 
tween an operator and a surgeon. He never 
sees the patient for a diagnosis, and no 
surgeon should do any cutting until he has 
examined the patient himself. This ghost 
surgeon simply cuts where he is told to 
cut and takes no responsibility for any- 
thing that happens afterwards.

COLOR TV 1S 5 YEARS 
AWAY, DUMONT SAYS 


Network Head Tells House 
Group No System Is Com- 
mercially Practical. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (UP) 
—Dr. Allen B. Dumont, a tele- 
vision pioneer, thinks it will be 
five years before color television 
comes into “widespread use.” 

Dr. Dumont, who heads Du- 
mont Laboratories, Inc., of Clif- 
ton, N.J., told the House Com- 
merce Committee yesterday that 
none of the coler systems which 
have been developed so far are 
commercially practical. 

‘The committee is looking into 
a charge by Senator Edwin 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, that 
the television industry is delib- 
erately holding back color tele- 
vision until the market is satur- 
ated with black-and-white sets. 
W. R. Baker, vice president of 
General Electric Co., was called 
to testify today. 

The National Production Au- 
thority notified the committee 
yesterday that all Government re- 
strictions on the manufacture of 
color sets have now been lifted. 
The restrictions were imposed 
after the outbreak of the Korean 
war for the announced purpose of 
saving strategic materials for de- 
fense. 

Dumont, who testified soon 
after the NPA action was. an- 


nounced, asserted that the real artist and 


purpose of the bar was to take 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem “off the hock.“ | 

He said CBS, whose color sys- 
tem was approved by the Federal 
Communications Commission in 
1950, was looking for a good ex- 
euse to shelve its system.

RCA color could be received in 
black and white on the present 
23,000,000 sets with no adjust- 
ment, but set owners would have 
to spend $200 or more to convert 
for color reception, or buy an 
RCA color set which would cost 
about 50 per cent more than 
black and white sets even under 
mass production.

boxing managers probably will 
force him to fold while other 
promoters ddopted a wait and see 
attitude. 


The International Boxing Guild 


(IBG), made of leading managers 
of the country, yesterday set a 
minimum fee of $5000 for * 
main event fighter on à network 
b 
na ega voted 
to limit network boxing shows to 
four a week. 

“We couldn’t meet such a 
charge,” said Tex Sullivan, direc- 
tor of the Tuesday night show 
(ABC) from Rikeswend Grove in 
Brooklyn, “We've only got two 
stations. We'll probably fold.” 
Sullivan’s show 42 each feature 
fighter $1500 for TV 

Officials of the IBG said they 
decided on the moves to get more 
money for their fighters and to 

help the small clubs around the 
nation. The managers handle al- 
most all of the “name” fighters 
in the country. 

“If we don’t get what we want,” 
said Charlie Johnston, president 
of the IBG, “there'll be no box- 
ers available for any shows.” 

Johnston manages two world 
champions, light heavyweight 
Archie Moore and featherweight 


Sandy Saddler, as well as other 


boxers. 

“The fighters are underpaid,’ 
said Johnston. “The networks are 
paying some actors $20,000 and 
$25,000 a week. That's only part 
of the cost. With boxing all they've 
got to do is move in the cameras 


and they're all set. The boxers 
provide the action.” 
Currently there are boxing 


bouts telecast every night of the 
week except Sunday on TV net- 
works of two or mofe stations. 
The minimum fees paid to each 
main eventer ranges from the 
$3600 for the International Box- 
ing Club’s Friday night pro 
down to the $500 paid for Thurs- 
day night fights from Detroit's 
Motor City Arena, 

Asked what the IBG would do 
in the case of promoters and spon- 
sors who had long time contracts 
extending past June 15, and there 
are some such cases, Bill Daley, 
another IBG official, said: 

“We'll face that. If there are 
legal entanglements, we'll meet 
that. Let em sue us. Our fight- 
ers just won't fight.’ 

The International Boxing Club 
is the big operator in the TV- 
boxing field. It holds the Wednes- 
day night (CBS) ($2000 minimum) 
and Friday night fights (NBC) 
over coast to coast networks. It 
can probably stand the higher 
tariff but the “little fellows” will 
be hard hit. 

The managers also indicated 
that they will seek an arrange- 
ment whereby the approval of 
their board of directors will be 
necessary for all matches made. 

“The International Boxing Club 
always has negotiated in an 
amicable manner with the man- 
agers,” said Harry Markson of the 
IBC, “and I hope there will be 
a minimum of friction when Mr. 
Norris (president Jim Norris of 
the IBC) sits down to discuss 
next season’s operations.” 

The IBC has a verbal agree- 
ment with the managers through 
May 31.

Gypsy Club Violinist 
Lets. His Hair Down

PARIS. 
E rarely get an opportunity to talk to the 
violinists at Monseigneur, Montmartre's famed 
wild gypsy cabaret. As a matter of fact, we 
rarely get to talk to anybody at Monseigneur. 


is no law against 
talking at the club; 
it’s just that so far no 
one has developed a 
‘voice to overcome the 
sound of a thousand 
fiddles playing a Rus- 
Slan dance to the ac- 
companiment of the 
“Hungarian Rhap- 
sody.” 


The other evening, 
during a rare moment 
when the dance or- 
chestra had relieved 

| the violinists, we man- 

ke aged to have a few

of the leading violinists. We've always — 4 — 
spot in our heart for Joe ever since we saw him 
one evening last year sing “Some Enchanted Eve- 
ning” to Ezio Pinza. We felt a man with that much 
nerve was wasting his time in a night club, but Joe 
seems to like his work and Pinza did come back 
another evening, so he couldn’t have been too hurt.

IT HAS BEEN the belief of most people, at least 
since the appearance of the book and movie “Arch 
of Triumph,” that the violinists working in Paris 
gypsy night clubs are White Russians who used to 
fiddle for the Czar, But Joe informed us that this 
wasn't necessarily true. He himself is Dutch, and 
the 17-piece orchestra breaks down into two Ro- 
manians, two Hungarians, one Viennese, one 
Spaniard, one Greek and the rest French. 

Joe also punctured another rumor that the violin- 
ists receivéd no salary and worked on tips alone. 
He informed us that they receive the scale of 
French musicians, which is about 2200 francs a 
night. They pool their tips, which at times are 
considerable and at other times are not. 

But Joe assured us that the violinists really 
play for fun and it is not necessary to tip them 
to get them to play. (What costs money, we sug- 
Rested, was to get them to stop.) 

Besides playing music into people's ears, Joe 
said, he likes his job because he meets so many 
important people. He has played and sung to 
President Eisenhower, Dean Acheson, David Bruce, 
Perle Mesta, Jack Benny, the Duke and Duchess 


of Windsor, Elsa Maxwell, Darryl Zanuck and other 
celebrities,

BESIDES SINGING “Some Enchanted Evening” 
to Ezio Pinza, he has entertained many great enter- 
tainers with gags about violins and Monseigneur 
music. He once led the orchestra out on to the 
sidewalk with Jack Benny, who grabbed a violin 
and played “Love in Bloom.” A few months ago 
Barbara Stanwyck was feeling blue in New York 
and telephoned long distance and asked Joe to 
play over the phone “My Heart's à Violin,“ which 
he did with Roger Baurieux, the leader of the 
orchestra. The Monseigneur orchestra occasionally 
has been hired to see people off on boat trains and 
also to meet them on arrival, A wealthy spinster 
from Florida once offered to bring the violinists 
over to the United States for a month to play just 
for her. They turned her down. 

There is one man, 4 famous Hollywood screen 
writer, who likes to play Romanian horas, who 
always asks and is granted the privilege of playing 
with the orchestra. 

Other musicians, amateur and professional, all 
get a desire to play in the string section, especially 
after the third bottle of champagne. Sometimes 
this leads to disastrous results. 

But it is an understatement to say that the 
orchestra can drown out any intruder. They can 
drown out the Gare St. Lazare if they want 40. 
But so far, Joe assures us, they haven't wanted to.

ONE OF THE TRADITIONS of Monseigneur is 
to have the clients drink glasses of champagne off 
the violins of the musicians. Joe said that this 
brings the customers good luck. 

We shouldn't have asked the question, but we 
couldn’t resist: “Doesn't that kill a bottle of cham- 
pagne in no time?” 

Joe refused to answer the question on the grounds 
that it would incriminate him. 

Tradition has it that when a celebrity comes into 
Monseigneur he is greeted with the “Husgarian 
March,” by Berlioz. Newlyweds get the Mendelssohn 
„Wedding March” and naval personnel can always 
count on “Anchors Aweigh.”

JOE HAD TO GO ON AGAIN and we left him 
as he tuned up for “The Fire Dance.” 

If anyone is wondering what it costs at Mon- 
seigneur these days, we'll be more than happy to 
tell them. It cost us, for two bottles of champagne 
and five cups of coffee, exactly 13,000 francs with 
service. 

It’s cheap compared to what the New York Phil- 
harmonic would charge if they played at your table.

Quest Inte the Unknown 

EHIND clumsy title, which makes it sound like a dry, 

technical . “BREAKING THE SOUND BAR- 

RIER,” at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, is a film of immense 
excitement, eloquence, imagination and poignancy. David Lean, 
one of the foremost British directors, has 
taken Terence Rattigan's penetrating script 
and brought out all the driving fanaticism, 
cool courage and mysticism of one of man’s 
great adventures into the unknown, the quest 
for the entry into the vast warid of super- 
oS sonic flight. 

It is a rare blend of intense visual drama, 
intellectual perception and a quiet searching of human values. 
Lean’s camera has caught the awesome swoosh of the jet plane 
as it swoops past at terrific speed—and turned to the shudder 
that passes over a waving field of wheat beneath. He has given 
a feeling of grandeur in the conquest of space in a 40,000-foot- 
high, five-hour dash over Europe from the Channel to Egypt, 
with the eye ranging from the Arc de Triomphe in Paris to the 
Alps on the great horizon—and a sense of poetry as the ageless 
statues of ancient Greece look on mutely as the white plume 
of the jet streaks the sky far above. 

There is almost unbearable tension in the jet dives as the 
planes inch into the speed of sound and shake in spasms of 
revulsion against the barrier. And there is a simple explana- 
tion in a conversation so that everyone can understand what 
the sound barrier actually is. We get an insight into the mind 
of the rich manufacturer of airplanes, in a great performance 
by Ralph Richardson, as he pursues the goal with a fanatical 
devotion and sends test pilots to their death to achieve it. 
We see a test-pilot, ably played by Nigel Patrick, as 
he goes to his end against the pitiless sound wall, and how it 
was inconctivable for him to think of backing out. We see his 
wife who is also the plane manufacturer’s daughter (sensitively 
gone by Ann Todd) as she questions the basic worth of enor- 
gous speed to humanity, and in a look accuses her father of 
murder, There is the violent impact of horror at the sudden 
sighting of an enormous hole in the ground caused by the 
crashing jet, and the quieter horror of the widow's anguish. 
The camera swings from contemplation of an island universe 
in the skies to a hint of the vast reaches inside a man’s mind. 

It is one of the finest films to come from Britain, as dis- 
turbing as it is engrossing. . 

The other movie, which Loew's features first, is an 180- 
degree turn from “Sound Barrier.” It is a homey little comedy 
written by Max Schulman, called “CONFIDENTIALLY CON- 
NIE.” with Van Johnson as an underpaid college instructor, 
Janet Leigh as his wife who has a passion for meat they can’t 
afford, Louis Calhern as a boisterous Texas cattleman who 
antagonizes his son, Van, and a meat price war that results in 
the college town. Slight stuff, but pretty amusing and pleasant. 


Desert Sailors 

Certainly “DESTINATION GOBI,” at the MISSOURI, is 
about as different a war film as one could imagine. It con- 
cerns a Navy weather observing detachment in the Gobi 
desert of Inner Mongolia in World War II, who strike out for 
the sea 800 miles away after they are attacked 
by Japanese planes and their commander is 
killed. Seven gobs led by Chief Petty Officer 
Richard Widmark finally get home after 
struggles with blistering sands, tricky Mon- 
golian “allies,” a cutthroat camel dealer, 
Japanese patrols, a prison stockade, and 
finally a Jap patrol boat. 

Most of it is either fairly absorbing or humorous, with Mr. 
Widmark scarcely to be blamed for being his most cantanker- 
pus self in view of all his troubles. The final episode where 
the navy boys, fleeing on an old junk, sink the pursuing patrol 
boat with a blast from an ancient cannon which would have 
been obsolescent at Yorktown, is the only episode which is too 
hard to swallow.

Musical Comedy Hash 
There are some curiously diversified elements in THE 
STARS ARE SINGING,” a musical at the FOX, which, while 
often individually entertaining or rewarding, are tied together 
by such a weak excuse for a story, that a mere jumble of a 
variety show results. 

We have Rosemary Clooney, in her screen 
debut, singing “Come On-A My House,” 
something which I had fondly hoped I had 
heard the last of, and a couple of pleasant 
ditties fashioned for the film by Livingston 
and Evans. She has a vivacious personality 
and photographs well, so she probably will 
be another Doris Day for the films. Then we have Anna 
Maria Alberghetti, the young girl introduced by Bing Crosby 
last year, playing a Polish refugee being hunted by immigra- 
tion authorities in New York, and singing such arias as “Ah 
Fors e Lui,” and “Sempre Libera” in her pure, brilliant colora- 
tura soprano. Both the acting and the singing are accom- 
plished in every phrase with the same guileless, blandly 
benign air; Anna Maria’s voice is not gilded as yet by any 
palpable signs. of artistry. 

There is also Lauritz Melchior, as a broken-down operatic 
tenor, singing “Vesti La €‘=bba” in a day-dreaming sequence 
in an electrifying, shatte.‘ng outburst which Mario Lanza 
should be forced to listen to before he essays the aria again. 
Mr. Melchior has develo into quite a character actor. To 
round out the assortment, there is Bob Williams, a sort of 
young Victor Moore, and his dog Red Dust, whose comic forte 
is torpidly ignoring all commands, Tom Morton, a handsome 
young dancer, and Don Wilson as himself. Too bad there 
couldn't have been more definition to this effort.

| Your Food Problems- 
Easter Breakfast

YOU MAY WANT TO SERVE STREUSEL BRAID FOR EASTER BREAKFAST. 

TRADITION IN MANY COUNTRIES CALLS FOR A BOUNTIFUL EASTER 

BREAKFAST. SWEET BREADS IN VARIOUS INTERESTING SHAPES ADD 
TO THE FESTIVITIES. 


ESTIVALS are invariably tied 
F up with food traditions. The 
celebration of Easter includes 
special preparation of fine food, 
altho there is no stress on one 
product as there is at 
Christmas, for instance, when 
turkey must grace the table. 


In olden days, when religious 
custom called for abstinence from 
luxuries during the Lenten season, 
the Easter breakfast and Easter 
dinner were bountiful indeed. In 
almost every European country, 
a rich sweet bread was custo- 
marily made for Easter day just 
as the hot cross buns were par- 
taken of on Good Friday. 


The basic recipes for all of 
thesé typical breads are very 
much alike. The differences among 
them lie in the forms into which 
the yeast dough is molded. This 
may be a loaf, a ring or a braid. 
Sometimes, the rings are slashed 
after formation and have a star- 
like appearance, The loaves may 
be plain or ffuit-filled. They 
may be brushed with egg yolk 
before they are baked, according 
to my own family traditions, or 
they may be brushed with egg 
white and sprinkled with sugar. 


The rings and the braids are 
often topped with a simple icing. 
Sometimes, they are sprinkled 
with a Streusel topping before 
baking and frosted or not, as you 
like, after they come out of the 
oven. If you prefer a bun for 
your Easter breakfast, you may 
like a French brioche recipe that 
produces a particularly light al- 
though rich bun. These are usu- 
ally brushed with egg white be- 
fore baking. 

Streusel Braid. 

One package yeast, compressed 
or dry, one-fourth cup water 
(lukewarm for compressed yeast, 
warm for dry), one-fourth cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, two ta- 
blespoons shortening, one-half 
cup milk, scalded, two and one- 
half cups sifted flour (about), one 
egg, Streusel topping, confec- 
tioners’ sugar icing. 

Soften yeast in water. Add su- 
gar, salt and shortening to scalded 
milk. Cool to lukewarm. Add flour 
to make a thick batter. Mix well. 
Add softened yeast and egg. Ber* 


well, Add enough more flour to 
make a soft dough. 

Turn out on lightly floured 
board and knead until smooth and 
satiny. Place in greased bowl. 
Cover and let rise in warm place 
until doubled (about one and one- 
half hours). When light, punch 
down. 

Divide dough into five equal 
portions. Cover and let rest 10 
minutes. Roll each piece to form 
long smooth rolls. Place parallel 
on greased baking sheet and braid 
the pieces together, tucking ends 
under loaf. 

Sprinkle with Streusel topping. 
(One-half cup sifted flour, one- 
half cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
cinnam n, dash of salt, one fourth 
cup butter or margarine rubbed 
together.) Let fise until doubled 
(about 45 minutes). Bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) about 
30 minutes. When cool, frost with 
confectioners’ sugar icing. 

French Brioche. 

Two packages yeast, compressed 
or dry; one-half cup water (luke- 
warm for compressed, warm for 
dry yeast); three-fourths cup milk, 
scalded; one-half cup sugar; one- 
half teaspoon salt; two-thirds cup 
butter or margarine, melted; three 
whole eggs; three egg yolks; one 
teaspoon lemon extract; four and 
one-half cups sifted flour (about), 

Soften yeast in water. Slowly 
add scalded milk, which has been 
cooled to lukewarm, stirring until 
yeast is dissolved. Stir in sugar, 
salt, butter, unbeaten eggs and 
yolks, lemon exiract, and all the 
flour. Work with wooden spoon 
or hands until dough is smooth 
and will hold its shape. Cover and 
let rise in a warm place for six 
hours. 

Chill in refrigerator for 12 
hours or more. Remove from re- 
frigerator and form quickly into 
an equal number of large and 
small balls. Place large balls in 
greased large muffin pans. Dip 
small balls in melted butter or 
margarine and press on top of 
large balls. Let rise until double 
in bulk. Brush with unbeaten egg 
white. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (425 degrees F.) 15 to 20 
minutes. Yield: About 18 to 20 
brioches.

MODERN TREATMENT of dia- 
betes no longer means a spartan 
life with an unpalatable diet. 
Present diets are liberal, unless 
weight reduction is needed at the 
start. Diabetic food lists are pat- 
terned as nearly as possible to 
follow your own normal eating 
habits and still stay within reason- 
able caloric balance. 


Some diabetics do so well on 
diet alone that they do not need 
insulin. Others require both diet 
and daily insulin injections. 

Most adult diabetes can be con- 
trolled with cnly one injection of 
insulin a day. It used to be that 
three or even four shots a day 
of the older insulins were needed. 
NPH insulin, however, acts 
throughout the day and night aft- 
er one shot. 

The treated diabetic today need 
have little discomfort or fear. 
Intelligent co-operation with his 
physician about treatment and a 
pattern ot living will allow him 
to live a long, useful, and reason- 
ably healthy life—a life as normal 
in most respects as other people 
enjoy. Although diabetes cannot 
be cured, it can be completely 
controlled.

YEARLY TESTS are needed to 
diagnose diabetes early. This is 
because mild diabetes does not 
produce definite symptoms. 

Diabetics—more than 1,000,000 
who have the ailment in the 
United States — are helped by 
their physicians to manage their 
own illness so that most of them 
can live full and normal lives. 
You owe it to yourself to find out 
if you are one of the other 1.000, 
000 who has diabetes but has not 
found it out yet. 

You are more likely to have 
diabetes if you are overweight. 
You are more likely to have dia- 
betes if your brother or sister, 
mother or father has it. Though 
you can’t exchange your relatives, 
you can keep your weight within 
reasonable bounds to lessen your 
chances of becoming diabetic. 

Incidentally, it’s not the eating 
of sugar itself that brings on 
diabetes. It’s the overweight that 
seems to be a in suscepti- 
ble people.
